In arranging the order in which the Heterocera should 
stand I have been working on the lines set forth in 
Mr. Ilampson^s excellent classification in Faun. Brit. 
Ind., but I cannot altogether follow the order in which 
he has, for the sake of convenience, put the different 
families, and prefer dividing them into three groups. 

1st. Fore wing with vein 5 (lower radial) from 
centre of discocellulars, or nearer G than 4. 
2nd. Fore win^ with vein 5 from lower anofle of

cell, or nearer 4 than 6. 

8rd. Fore wing with veins 4 to 11 arising from the 
cell at almost even distances apart.

I have received numerous specimens of patula and 
khasiana, and one male and two females of pallida. 
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Hampson puts the first two together, but there are un¬ 
doubtedly three species and not two. There is a small 
pale fawn-coloured species, 6 dvo, ? 4 inches in expanse 
of wings, similarly coloured in both sexes, identical with 
Moore^s type of khasiana, very uniform in size; it has a 
black head and pale tuft of hairs at basal joint of antennae. 
A medium sized form, 6 4wo, ? 5 inches, uniform in size, 
very variable in colour, from pale fawn colour to dark grey 
and dark reddish fawn colour in the male, always of the 
latter colour in the female, the females of which fairly 
well correspond to Walker’s types of ivdida and an- 
chiloscv. This species has also in the male a black head 
and pale tuft of hairs. Finally, there is a large species 
of which I have received only one male and two females, 
measuring, c? 5, ? 6vd inches. The male is coloured 
pale fawn colour like the males of iKtllkla from Java and 
Malayaua in my collection. It has an ochreous-red head 
and tuft of hairs a little darker than in the other species. 
The females are dark reddish-fawn coloured like the 
females of iiatula^ and also identical in colour with 
Malayan and Javan females of pallida.
